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New Madrid audit shows coroner, sheriff overpaid 


NEW MADRID - The 
New Madrid County coroner 
and sheriff were overpaid in 
1971 and 1972 because their 
salaries were calculated on 
1960 census data, a state 
audit of New Madrid County 
shows. 
The audit report, made 
public Thursday, stated that 
since 
the 
county 
lost 
population 
the 
salaries 
should have been reduced 
according 
to 
the 
1970 
census. 
The report recommended 
that both officials return the 
excess salary, estimated at 
$960 for the coroner and 
$1,000 for the sheriff. 
The audit covered four 
years ending Dec. 31, 1972. 
Other findings were: 
—All interest earned on 
investm ents 
o f 
various 
county 
funds 
has 
been 
improperly disbursed to the 
county general revenue fund. 
A new law effective Sept. 28, 
1971, 
says 
interest 
on 
investment of school funds, 
the county hospital fund, 
hospital district funds and 
county health center funds 
totaling $22,672 should go 
back into the separate fund 


accounts. 
—The county sheriff had 
to 
return 
$9,500 to the 
county. 
After Oct. 13, 1969, the 
law was changed so that the 
cou n ty 
sheriff 
had 
to 
account for fees collected for 
court attendance by himself 
and 
the 
deputies. 
Since 
Oct. 13, 
1969, 
the 
New 
Madrid County sheriff has 
continued to keep the fees 
instead of returning them to 
the county treasurer. The 
sheriff has since paid $4,020 
to the treasurer to make up 
the deficit. 
—Personal checks of the 
sh eriff 
were 
mistakenly 
cleared through his official 
fee account and the sheriff 
has 
written 
a 
check for 
$4,295 to the fee account to 
make up the deficit. 


—The son of New Madrid 
County Prosecuting Attorney 
Hal E. Hunter Jr. has been 
given 
an 
office 
in 
the 
courthouse 
to 
conduct 
a 
private law practice. Since 
this 
is 
contrary 
to 
an 
attorney general's opinion, 
t h e 
a u d i t 
r e p o r t 
recommended it be stopped. 


—New 
Madrid 
County 
o f f i c e h o l d e r s 
have 
substantially complied with 
the 
state 
laws 
and 
the 
M isso u r i 
co n stitu tio n 
according 
to 
the 
report 
w h i c h 
was 
presented 
Thursday to the New Madrid 
C o u n ty 
Court 
by 
a 
representative 
from 
the 
office of State Auditor Jphn 
Ashcroft. 
Other 
recommendations 
called for improvements in 
accounting procedures in the 
offices 
of 
the 
treasurer, 
sheriff and circuit clerk. 
Amounts listed due other 
f u n d s 
f r o m 
in terest 
improperly disbursed to the 
general revenue fund include 
special 
road 
and 
bridge, 
$12,104; 
library, 
$1,367; 
schools, 
$7,858; 
general 
drainage, $397; and health, 
$946. 
With 
reference 
to the 
county treasurer's office, it 
was pointed out that the 
general revenue 
fund had 
deficit cash balances at the 
end of each year, and the 
report stated that except for 
federal 
revenue 
- 
sharing 
f u n d s , 
t he 
treasurer 
maintains one bank account 


for all county funds. 
Continuing, 
the 
report 
stated “Deficit cash balances 
in any fund are caused by 
using for that fund the cash 
which 
belongs 
to 
other 
funds. For example, if the 
cash in general revenue has 
been 
depleted, 
a 
general 
revenue check is issued and 
paid from the one checking 
account with the cash o f 
other 
county 
funds. 
In 
effect, 
the 
deficit 
cash 
balances represent interfund 
borrowing 
which 
is 
not 
authorized by law. 
“We 
recommend 
that 
inter-fund 
transactions 
be 
stopped. When cash in a fund 
becomes 
depleted, 
either 
warrants should be protested 
or cash borrowed on tax 
anticipation notes." 
It was also recommended 
that 
$315, 
representing 
overpayment of salary to 
former County Treasurer J. 
B y r o n 
D e L i s l e 
o f 
Portageville, be returned by 
him to the county. DeLisle 
resigned from office April 8, 
1969, but was paid for the 
entire month of April. 
It was noted that during 
the two years ended Feb. 28, 


1972, 
County 
Collector 
William H. Deane Jr. had 
retained current commissions 
of $1,001 on collections of 
back taxes, in addition to the 
two per cent commission 
authorized under state law. 
An 
attorney 
general's 
opinion in 1971 concluded 
that 
current 
commissions 
under 
S ection 
52.260, 
Revised Statutes of Missouri, 
1969, should not be taken on 
the collection of back taxes 
for prior years, and further 
concluded the collector was 
en titled 
only 
to 
the 
commission provided under 
Section 
52.290, R.S. Mo. 
1969. 
The report recommended 
that the collector remit the 
excess commissions to the 
various political subdivisions. 
However, the amount of the 
disputed 
commissions 
has 
been deposited by Deane in 
an escrow account pending a 
court interpretation of the 
statutes. Under the escrow 
agreement, the commissions 
wi l l 
be 
retained 
or 
distributed 
in 
accordance 
with the court'8 ruling. 
The report further stated, 
“The sheriff did not reconcile 


his bank account and did not 
maintain a list of liabilities or 
open items. Hence, he did 
not ascertain that his cash 
and 
open items 
were in 
balance. The lack of such 
p r o c e d u r e s 
perm itted 
continuances 
of 
personal 
checks being charged to the 
fee account. 
“We recommend that the 
sheriff prepare a listing of 
liabilities or open items at 
the end of each month. 
“Reconcile his cash in the 
bank with the balance shown 
on his records monthly. 
“Agree the total of the 
liabilities with his reconciled 
cash balance. 
“Also, 
we 
recommend 
that the sheriff deposit $128 
in the fee account which 
amount represents the sum 
of $114 from the prior audit 
plus $14 from sundry errors. 
“In some instances the 
sheriff's office did not issue 
receipts for monies received 
and certain monies were kept 
on hand for long periods of 
tim e 
instead 
of 
being 
deposited. 
"R eceipts 
should 
be 
written 
for 
all 
monies 
received which should be 


deposited intact in the bank 
regularly, preferably daily. 
The issuance of receipts and 
the depositing of all monies 
received 
are 
essential 
elements in the accounting 
and internal control systems 
for office- holders. Both the 
retained copies of receipts 
and 
the 
bank 
account 
thereby become permanent 
records 
o f 
all 
monies 
received. 
An overpayment of salary 
totaling $1,000 was made 
during 1971 and 1972 to 
Sheriff Ramsey, which was 
repaid 
to 
the 
county 
treasurer by the sheriff on 
Nov. 9,1973. 
The sheriff's salary varies 
according 
to 
the 
county 
population. In New Madrid 
county, the 1970 population 
was 
23,420, compared to 
3 1 , 3 5 0 
in 
1960. 
In 
computing the sheriff's salary 
for 
1971 
and 
1972, 
no 
recognition was given to the 
decrease in population. 
A 
s i m i l a r 
s a l a r y 
overpayment totaling $960 
for 1971 and 1972 was made 
to Coroner Thomas Gene 
Clayton, when his salary was 
b a s e d 
on 
the 
1960 


population rather than the 
reduced 1970 population. 
It was recommended that 
Clayton return the excess 
salary payment to the county 
treasurer. 
The audit reported there 
was inadequate control of 
funds in the circuit clerk's 
office. The report stated the 
circuit 
clerk 
does 
not 
reconcile his bank account 
m onthly, nor 
does 
he 
maintain a listing of open 
items. 
Deposits 
are 
not 
identified as to source and 
are 
made 
at 
infrequent 
intervals, according to the 
report. 


A d o p t i o n 
o f

controls were recommended: 
"Make 
bank 
deposits 
regularly, 
preferably every 
day; 
reference 
all

P. J. Ponder, on behalf of

presented an alternative plan 
to the court. He proposed to 
furnish two used ambulances, 
one to be based in Charleston 
and the other in East Prairie,

The 
private 
company 
would 
pay 
all

expenses and insurance and 
the

Nixon to sign 
$1.5 billion manpower bill 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. 
(AP) 
— 
President 
Nixon 
announced 
today 
he 
was 
signing “with great pleasure" 
a 
$1.5 
billion 
manpower 
bill—“one of the finest pieces 
of legislation to come to my 
desk this year." 
In a statement, Nixon 
said that while the manpower 
programs involved were not 
new, the new law makes 
manpower money available 
for the first time to state and 
local governments “without 
any federal strings as to what 
kind of services or how much 
of those services should be 
provided." 
Nixon's promise to sign 
the bill later in the day ended 
four years of bickering and 


bargaining between the White 
House and Congress. Nixon 
origin ally 
had 
wanted 
manpower 
reforms 
to be 
incorporated 
in 
a 
special 
revenue sharing program that 
Congress has not approved. 
The measure turns basic 
responsibility for operating 
job training and placement 
programs over to the states 
and local communities, in 
accordance 
with 
Nixon’s 
w ishes. 
But 
it 
retains 
oversight authority at the 
national level. 
It also includes a public 
service 
job 
program 
that 
Nixon 
once 
vetoed 
and 
which he wanted to phase 
out this year. 
A total of $600 m il'ion- 


enough to hire about 5,000 
unemployed 
workers 
each 
year—is authorized for the 
program over the next two 
years. 
The principal feature of 
the compromise legislation is 
the 
transfer 
of 
operating 
responsibility over manpower 
p r o g r a m s 
f r o m 
t he 
Department of Labor to state 
and local authorities. It is 
expected to result in greater 
flexibility and efficiency. 
H o w e v e r , 
b e s i d e s 
r e t a i n i n g 
o v e r s i g h t 
responsibility, the secretary 
of labor will have direct 
responsibility 
over 
special 
program s 
for 
Indians, 
migrants and seasonal farm 
workers, 
and 
for 
the 


continuation 
of 
the 
Job 
Corps. 
The 
most controversial 
provision in the bill is one 
providing funds to permit 
states and communities to 
hire unemployed persons as 
hospital and teacher’s aides, 
p a r k 
a n d 
h i g h w a y 
maintenance crews or any 
other 
jobs in the 
public 
service area. 
It was passed as separate 
legislation in 1971 after Nixon 
had vetoed an earlier version. 
That bill, carrying an 
authorized spending level of 
$1 billion a year, was due to 
expire last June 30 and Nixon 
did not request any funds in 
his fiscal year 1974 budget to 
continue it. 


But with unemployment 
expected to increase as a 
result of the energy crisis, the 
administration 
agreed 
to 
accept a continuation of the 
program 
as part 
of 
the 
manpower consolidation bill 
it wanted. 
Under the bill, areas of 
substantial 
unemployment 
are entitled to funds 
for 
public service jobs. 
Such areas are defined as 
those where unemployment 
is at least 6.5 per cent for 
three consecutive months. It 
is now about 4.7 per cent 
nationally, but considerably 
higher in many local areas. 
The 
bill earmarks 
$250 
million for public service jobs 
this year and $350 million in 


fiscal 1975. However, state and 
local 
authorities 
operating 
general manpower programs 
can also use funds from those 
programs for public service 
employment if they want. 
President Nixon has more 
than 40 bills on his desk from 
the recently recessed session 
of Congress.

New Madrid County coroner 
and sheriff were overpaid in 
1971 and 1972 because their 
salaries were calculated on 
1960 census data, a state 
audit of New Madrid County 
shows. 
The audit report, made 
public Thursday, stated that

The report recommended 
that both officials return the 
excess salary, estimated at 
$960 for the coroner and 
$1,000 for the sheriff.

went into the town for food. 
It was also unusual for a 
strange man to even talk to 
a woman under such circum ­ 
stances. Yet such a minor in­ 
cident provided the setting 
for Jesus to turn an unusual 
request into an opportunity 
for a sermon. 
The lesson offers an ex­ 
cellent example to affirm the 
simplicity of Christian faith. 
It also relates the personal

can have with Christ. 
Jesus did not preach to 
the woman on the dangers 
of prejudice. And He didn’t 


exactly answer the wom an’s 
question. Instead, He turned 
a simple situation into a spir­ 
itual occasion. 
He tells here that “ Whoso­ 
ever drinks of the water that 
I shall give him will never 
thirst: the water (hat I shall 
give him will become in him 
a spring of water welling up 
to eternal life.” 
She didn’t believe Him. 
She was not thinking of her 
future. 
Why should she? 
She was at the well to draw 
water and that was her prime 
concern. 
What did “ living w ater” 
mean, she wondered. Water 
possesses cleansing power and 
it provides for our basic 
needs. 
In this lesson we see 
that Jesus is the water of 
life. 
The woman also failed to 
realize that Jesus was offer­ 
ing her joy, peace, forgive­ 
ness, and m otivation for the 
future. 
She still wondered 
how He could draw water 
from the well since He lacked 
the necessary equipm ent. 
Jesus encountered a prob­ 
lem faced by Christian lead­ 
ers ever since. 
How could 
He convince the woman that 
His spiritual offer was pos­ 
sible? Since she had to work 
to draw the water, she could 
not imagine “ living w ater” 
available for the asking. 
Here is another incident 
in which Jesus is ready to 
meet the life needs of all 
persons. 
His w ater of life 
has a spring-like quality, al­ 
ways available and fresh. 
Unfortunately the woman 
could 
not distinguish be­ 
tween water that satisfies a 
tem porary need and water 
that takes away our fear and 
anxiety. 
Jesus revealed His insight 
when He told the woman 
about her personal life. She 
went on the defensive and 
turned to arguments. 
When Jesus told her He 
was the Messiah she went 
into the town and urged 
others to come and hear Him. 
When she told them “ He 
told me everything I ever 
did,” many believed Him. 
The disciples were about 
as uncertain of His words 
as the woman 
had been. 
Jesus here warns them of 
the imminent “harvest” . 
“ One sows and another 
reaps,” Jesus says. 
John 
the Baptist did reap as well 
as did the Samaritan woman. 
Jesus depends today on 
all of His disciples.

One problem is 
that we know when we need 
water, yet we may he dying 
of spiritual thirst and be un­ 
aware of it. 
Jesus refused to bow to 
racial prejudice, another les­ 
son from this incident. The 
Samaritans were a mixed race 
a situation that upset the 
Jews. 
The difficulties be­ 
tween the two groups started 
500 years before the arrival 
of Jesus. 
Jesus rejected the Jewish 
policy of avoiding Samaria 
on His travel. 
Thus it was 
that He was at Jacob’s well 
in Samaria, resting from His 
journey while the disciples 
went into the town for food. 
It was also unusual for a 
strange man to even talk to 
a woman under such circum­ 
stances. Yet such a minor in­ 
cident provided the setting 
for Jesus to turn an unusual 
request into an opportunity 
for a sermon. 
The lesson offers an ex­ 
cellent example to affirm the 
simplicity of Christian faith. 
It also relates the personal 
one-to-one relationship 
we 
can have with Christ. 
Jesus did not preach to 
the woman on the dangers 
of prejudice. And He didn’t 


exactly answer the woman’s 
question. Instead, He turned 
a simple situation into a spir­ 
itual occasion. 
He tells here that “ Whoso­ 
ever drinks of the water that 
I shall give him will never 
thirst; the water that I shall 
give him will become in him 
a spring of water welling up 
to eternal life.’’ 
She didn’t believe Him. 
She was not thinking of her 
future. 
Why should she? 
She was at the well to draw 
water and that was her prime 
concern. 
What did “ living water” 
mean, she wondered. 
Water 
possesses cleansing power and 
it provides for our basic 
needs. 
In this lesson we see 
that .Jesus is the water of 
life. 
The woman also failed to 
realize that Jesus was offer­ 
ing her joy, peace, forgive­ 
ness, and motivation for the 
future. 
She still wondered 
how He could draw water 
from the well since He lacked 
the necessary equipment. 
Jesus encountered a prob­ 
lem faced by Christian lead­ 
ers ever since. 
How could 
He convince the woman that 
His spiritual offer was pos­ 
sible? Since she had to work 
to draw the water, she could 
not imagine “living water” 
available for the asking. 
Here is another incident 
in which Jesus is ready to 
meet the life needs of all 
persons. 
His water of life 
has a spring-like quality, al­ 
ways available and fresh. 
Unfortunately the woman 
could 
not distinguish be­ 
tween water that satisfies a 
temporary need and water 
that takes away our fear and 
anxiety. 
Jesus revealed His insight 
when He told the woman 
about her personal life. She 
went on the defensive and 
turned to arguments. 
When Jesus told her He 
was the Messiah she went 
into the town and urged 
others to come and hear Him. 
When she told them “ He 
told 
me everything I ever 
did,” many believed Him. 
The disciples were about 
as uncertain of His words 
as the woman 
had been. 
Jesus here warns them of 
the imminent “harvest” . 
‘‘One sows and another 
reaps,” Jesus says. 
John 
the Baptist did reap as well 
as did the Samaritan woman. 
Jesus depends today on 
all of His disciples.

The case of the 
daydreaming driver

noticed another car approaching on a cross road several hundred 
feet ahead. As he reached the intersection, Barney’s foot was 
still on the accelerator but his heart was in his mouth. Although 
Barney was on the favored road, the other car didn’t stop and 
the two vehicles collided. 
Climbing out of the wreckage, Barney sued Clara, the driver 
of the other car, for his injuries. 
“While I may have been daydreaming,” Clara told the judge, 
“ the accident was as much Barney’s fault as mine. He should 
have 
slowed 
down 
when he saw me approaching the 
intersection.” 
“ I didn’t have to,” was Barney’s answer. “I was on a major 
highway and she was on a crummy old dirt road. I had the 
absolute right of way and she didn’t give it to me. 
Consequently, there can’t be any question about it. I’m entitled 
to collect hands down.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit Barney to 
collect hands down for his injuries? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that the 
right of way of one on a superior highway is not absolute and 
unqualified. Reasonable care must be exercised to avoid a 
collision with another vehicle. And in this case, concluded the 
judge, Barney was himself negligent in failing to apply his brakes 
or to slow down when he saw Clara’s vehicle approaching the 
highway.

The Cotton Bowl queen, the Southwest Conference 
queen, the 1974 Maid of Cotton and Miss Tall Universe, 
all yet to be selected, will be spotlighted on individual 
floats, along with the 1974 Miss Teenage America, Lori 
Matsukawa of Honolulu, Hawaii. Dignitaries taking part 
in the parade will include Dallas Mayor Wes Wise, among 
others. 
Mike Gargiulo is producer- director of the broadcast, 
with Beverly Schanzer as the writer. 


SURPRISES WILL BE NO SURPRISE 
“It has never rained on my parade," says Bob Barker, 
“but just about everything else has happened." 
So Barker and June Lockhart, commentators for the 
fifth consecutive year for the Tournament of Roses 
Parade, to be broadcast Tuesday, Jan. 1 (10:30 A.M.— 1 
P*M. CST) on the CBS Television Network, are prepared 
for the unexpected. Barker has covered more such events 
that he can remember. 
“The first one I covered was while I was attending 
Drury College in Springfield, Mo.," he says. “Radio 
station KTTS stationed me on top of an engineers' 
truck. I put the mike in my pocket, and when they 
signaled me, ‘you're on,’ I reached for it, but it got stuck 
in the lining. I couldn't get it out, so I held my coat 
pocket up and talked through it during the entire 
parade." 
“Another time, I was describing the skills of an 
equestrienne and she fell off her horse on camera," 
Barker continues. “And a float that caught on fire once 
turned out to be a fire department's entry. 
“Too, one float driver discovered we were going into 
a commercial as he was passing the camera stands, so he 
crossed over a grass divider and got his float into the 
parade again farther back. Parades are very carefully 
timed for television coverage, but this one was a bit 
confused from then on. 
“And one time, some demonstrators lay down in 
front of a marching band. The musicians, without 
breaking stride, stepped over them. The cameras shot the 
band from the waist up, so the demonstrators didn’t get 
on television, after all."

One of the largest spectacles in the Southwest, the 
parade will consist of 20 floats, 21 marching bands, 
equestrian units and unicyclists.

Also included in the parade will be the 
Kilgore Rangerettes, famed precision drill team from 
Kilgore Junior College in Kilgore, Texas; the 1st Cavalry 
Division Horse Platoon from Fort Hood, Texas, the only 
horse cavalry unit in the United States Army; Las 
Senoritas de las Rosas from Odessa, Texas, a drill team 
of whip artists; an eight- horse hitch, with each horse 
weighing over two tons, and the Hella Shrine Temple 
Patrol, Band, Drum and Bugle Corps.

SURPRISES WILL BE NO SURPRISE 
“It has never rained on my parade,” says Bob Barker, 
“ but just about everything else has happened.” 
So Barker and June Lockhart, commentators for the 
fifth consecutive year for the Tournament of Roses 
Parade, to be broadcast Tuesday, Jan. 1 (10:30 A.M.— 1 
P.M. CST) on the CBS Television Network, are prepared 
for the unexpected. Barker has covered more such events 
that he can remember. 
“The first one I covered was while I was attending 
Drury College in Springfield, Mo.,” he says. “ Radio 
station KTTS stationed me on top of an engineers’ 
truck. I put the mike in my pocket, and when they 
signaled me, ‘you’re on,’ I reached for it, but it got stuck 
in the lining. I couldn’t get it out, so I held my coat 
pocket up and talked through it during the entire 
parade.” 
“Another time, I was describing the skills of an 
equestrienne and she fell off her horse on camera,” 
Barker continues. “And a float that caught on fire once 
turned out to be a fire department’s entry. 
“Too, one float driver discovered we were going into 
a commercial as he was passing the camera stands, so he 
crossed over a grass divider and got his float into the 
parade again farther back. Parades are very carefully 
timed for television coverage, but this one was a bit 
confused from then on. 
“And one time, some demonstrators lay down in 
front of a marching band. The musicians, without 
breaking stride, stepped over them. The cameras shot the 
band from the waist up, so the demonstrators didn’t get 
on television, after all.”
